NO LIGHTS ON THE REAR COACH? 


Twenty persons caged in a blazing and elec- 
trically charged elevated railroad car cre- 
ated an uproar last night at Center avenue 
station on the Englewood branch of the 
South Bide elevated line that roused the 

Policemen and firemen rushed to the scene 
from nearby stations, after being compelled 
almost to fight their way through the sta- 
tion turnstiles, which were blocked by rail- 
road employés, found two cars afire on the 
elevated tracks. One of them was full of 
struggling men and women. They resem- 
bled prisoners in a furnace. 

Every person in this car was injured. Pas- 
sengers in other coaches of the train were 
cut and bruised. In the excitement, how- 
ever, many of those least seriously hurt 
left the station before their names could 
be obtained.

Accident Due to Fog. 

The accident was due to a collision, the im- 
mediate cause of which was the heavy fog 
that hung over the southwestern end of the 
city during the early hours of the evening. 
A contributing cause is said to have been neg- 
lect to Nght the rear lampe of the first train. 

According to the stories told by employés 
of the railroad and passengers on the train it 
appears that a train of six ‘‘ empties” was 

standing In the Center avenue station ready 
to be pulled into the sidetracks at Loomis 
station, the next station ahead, which is the 
end of the line. 

The electric power was disconnected with 
all but the first car—the motor car. There 
were no lights in the last coaches, and accord- 
ing to some accounts there were no red lights 
on the last coach. 

This was shortly efter 7 o'clock in the even- 
ing. There was a heavy fog such as was 
partly responsible for a wreck on the Oak 
Park Elevated line a few weeks ago. While 
the empties were being made ready to 
move another train consisting of three cars 
came up to the station from the east. 

This train was in charge of . Motorman 
Tobin. He had showed down preparatory to 
stopping at the station, but he was still 
going at a rapid rate when his searchlight 
suddenly disclosed the rear of the train of 
“empties” only a few feet ahead of him. 

It was too late then for the emergency 
brakes. The traine came together with a 
crash that shook the station and was felt 
along the elevated structure even as far as 
Loomis street. 


Cars Are “Blectrified.” 

Tobin's car cut into the “empty” ahead 
with all the smeshing power of a battering 
ram. Its great impetus apparently saved 
the motorman from being crushed to death. 
The rear of the empty was “ telescoped ” 
for as much as ten feet. Planks end iron- 
work gave way before it like papier maché. 
but the car in which Tobin was riding wae 
not crushed. Although he was buried de- 
neath an avalancheof broken giass and splin- 
tered boards, his motorman’s,box shielded 
him from being ed to death. . 

As the two care collided the forward trucks 
of Tobin's car were lifted and dropped askew 
on the charged third ra and their own | 
tracks. ‘This instantly caused a short cir- 
cult, whicn electrified all the ironwork in 
the car and get it afire. |

MILLIONAIRE NOT TOLD. 


New York Prosecutor Punctuates 


Speech with Trigger Snaps; 
Calls Hotel Man 
“Cool Roue.” 


New York, Dec. 15.—A vérdict of not 
guilty *’ was returned late today freeing Lil- 
lian Graham and Ethel Conrad of criminal 
charges for shooting the millionaire sports- 
man and hotel proprietor,.W. E. D. Stokes. 
The jury reached its verdiet in fifty-eight 
minutes. , 

The show girls were tried on an indict- 
ment of three counts, the first charging an 
attempt to murder Stokes. Of considera- 
tion of this count, however, the jurors were 
relieved by Justice Marcus, at the request 
of the district attorney. 

The court restricted the jury to the sec- 
ond and third counts, which charged assault 


sault in the second degree with intent to 
do bodily injury. 

The jury arrived at ita verdict after taking 
four ballots. On three of them the jurymen 
voted each time 11 to 1 for acquittal, the one | 
man dissenting being in favor of a conviction } 
on second degree assault. 


Girl Has Violent Hysterics. 

While the jury was deliberating the de- 
fendants were held prisoners in an adjoining 
room. Waiting was an ordeal for both. 

When summoned to hear the yerdict Miss 
Graham wes assisted into the courtroom, 
trembling in every limb. Miss Conrad en- 
tered unassisted, but was extremely nervous. 
When the foreman announ the words 
“not guilty,” she cried ‘“‘ Thank God!! and 
went into violent hysterics. She Sank to 
the counsel table, then jumped. up again, 
shrieking and tearing her hair. 

It was a surprise to the spectators, tor 
Miss Conrad had kept much the better nerve 
of the defendents throughout the trial. 

Miss Graham, who wept continually during 
the trial, and sobbed the more when she 
heard the verdict, recovered herself when 
she saw her companion so affected, and acted 
aa comforter to her younger iriend.

Orowd Cheers Freed Girls. 

The girl’s hysteria continued ten minutes 
before her friends succeeded in quieting her. 
Then she recovered suddenly and, with Miss 
Graham on her arm, left the courtroom, to 
be greeted with cheers by a large crowd 
gathered outside. Many persons stepped for- | 
ward to shake their hands. They stepped 
into a taxicab and whirled away to dinner. 

NO ‘one was present representing Stokes 
except. counsel. when the. verdict was re- 
turned. Stokes has not yet been told of 
the result. His condition is much Improved. 
Dr. Josiah Thorniey said late in the night 
that the millionaire is well on the road to 
recovery. 

The summing up argument which Assistant 
District Attorney Buckner made against the 
girls was a drametic feature of the iate 
afternoon session of court. He flourished the 
revolvers with which the girls had shot 
Stokes and punctuated his recital of the 
shooting and his denunciation of both Stokes 
and the girls by frequent snaps of the trigger.

Eugene Hustion Tells Civil Ser- 
vice Men He Paid 83,000 
Yearly for Protection, 


EXPOSES: TRADE SECRETS 


Buys Cocaine in Large Amounts and 


Selts tt to Users for 500 
ku Cont Profit. 


“FENCE” FOR NEGRO HIGHWAYMEN 


The city civil service commission investiga- 
tors went out to do police duty last night. 
They led detectives from Inspector O’Brién’s 
office in five raids on cocaine dens. Among 
the men arrested was Eugene Hustion, known 
as the “ coke king of Chicago. 

Hustion’s clearing house at 2511 South 
Dearborn street, the biggest illicit drug dis- 
tributing center of the city, was cleaned out 
of a stock of cocaine sixty times as big as 
the amount carried in any ordinary drug 
store. 

Following his arrest, Hustion made 8 
complete statement of his dealings in the 
drug. He implicated a score of policemen of 
all ranks in the most sensational graft 
charges which have come to the cars of the 
ecmmisston since the police investigation 
started: Lottie Hustion, his wife, later cor- 
reborated his story in a sworn statement to 
Attorney W. W. Wheelock, chief ee tor 
the investigating body. 

Maj. James A. Miles, head of the Invest 
gating bureau, and Laurence Richey, chief 
field investigator, led the raid on Hustion’s 
place and secured his confession. Hustion. 
who ie a negro, 89 years old, admitted he was 
interested in three other pone where drugs 
2 sold iliteitiy. 


ene for Negro 

He admitted he had — a Se hae fence " 
for years at the Dearborn street address, 
It is believed that his address was the clear- 
ing house for negro highwaymen who have 
attaeked and robbed more than a hundred 
women in south side streets. 

The raiders found thirty-three ounces of 
cocaine and a wagon load of stolen plunder, 
much of it valuable, in the tumble down 
} stery and one-half house where “ coke 
king "’ resides. No quantity of the drug was 
found in the other places in the levee dis- 
trict which were raided. 

More than twenty policemen, ranging from 
the uniformed men on beats to commanding 
officers of several stations, are implicated 
in the tribute collections which the Hustiong 
told about’ in their statements. 


$3,000 Annually for Protection. 

Chief among the declarations made by the 
Hustions are: 

Anneli tribute paid for protection, 
$3,000 cash. 

Police kept thousands of dol-« 
lars’ worth of diamonds and other 
valuables taken from him in raids 
without any accounting.

Plan Raid for Six Weeks. 

Maj. Miles and Mr. Richey have been Work- 
ing for ö wee upen the drug industry. 
They have a list’ of fifty places in the city 
where opium, Worphine, and cocaine may be 
obtained by drug users. Besides these places 
there are some thirty placer in Chinatown” 
where opium “may be purchased. “With 
everything in readiness, they determined to 
start the raids last evening with the arrest 
of Hustion and the raié on his place, Four 
other places were raided, but only small 
amounts of drugs were obtained and a halt 
dosen users taken. 

All the persons arrested—including seven 
taken in Hustion’s place—were locked up 
at the South Clark street police station. 
Hustion, who Ras been called the “coke 
king by levee denizens, was locked up 
after he had been questioned in Mr, 
Wheelock’s office.

REVERE TARGET

Testify to Captain's Energy. 

It was shown the captain had caused plain 
clothes men to patrol the streets frequented 
by strect walkers, shortly after he came 
to the East Chicago avenue station. Rest- 
dents testified conditions became better after 
Aug. 1.

Scientist Trains Two Chim- 
panzees to Talk and Think 
for Themselves. 


KNOW COLORS BY NAME: 


Beasts Raised as Members of 
Family Show Evidences of 
Their Culture. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Dec. 15.—{ Special. - Dr. 
William Forness, the psychologist of Wal- 
ingford, Pa., after two years’ work has suc- 
ceeded in educating two chimpanzees 80 
that they can talk and have 

reasoning powers. To further his investi- 


ation Dr. Furness is breeding the chim- 


panzees. He intends to ascertain if the oft 


| epring will retain the same intelligence. 


The chimpanzees have been on the estate 
of Dr. H. H. Furness, father of the paycholo- 
gist, and have been daily under personal in- 
struction. They have been diving in a@ truly 
“ intellectyal ” atmosphere. 


| Prove Animals Can Think. 
The experiments proved that the monkey 


ically dlacrimina ting objects and of thinking. 

The chimipanzees have been constantly 
talked to, petted, and practically been mem- 
bers of the family. Each day they have 
been subjected to a rigid course ot study ” 
‘under the direct supervision of Dr. Furness. 


‘Wit Ball Into Holes. 

Boards with large holes in them were 
placed in the cages, the animals being given 
a ball and a square piece of wood, both 
of which exactly fit their respective openings 
in the board. After aifew days one of the 
chimpanzees endeavored to force the ball 
through a square hole, but failed. It then 
picked up the square block and pushed it 
through. Lategy both animals, by their own 
reasoning, found that only the ball wofld fit 
into the circle and only the block would pass 
through the square. 

An extension of.the experiment has been 
made during the last two years and it has 
been learned that the chimpanzees will dit- 
ferentiate any size or shape. 

Various other plans were devised to stimu- 
late and intensify the power of thought 
until the animals’ education has reached 
such a degree that-they recognize a large 
number of words, associating them with the 
corresponding objects. They also repeat 
short words. 

Ribbons of various colors will be chosen 
by the beasts when they are called by name. «

| CONGRESS TO GIVE 
PENSION ADVANCE. 


Senate Will Make Compromise 
of Sherwood and Two 
Other Bills. 


PRESIDENT TO SIGN Ac. 


Opposition Raised to Plan to 
Base Payment on Length 
of Service. 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 15.—{Special.}— 
Congress will pass a bill at this session 
granting an increase of pensions to survivors 
of the armies of the Mexican and civil wars. 

The house passed a few days ago what is 
known as the Sherwood service pension bill. 
This bill, the McCumber service-age bil! in 
troduced last year, and the Kenyon age-pen- 
sion bill will be used as a basis fore measure 
which will-be drafted by the senate pension 
committee. The senate undoubtedly will 
adopt the bill favorably reported by the com- 
mittee\and out of the conference of the two 
houses will emerge an act which probably 
will receive the approval of the president 
and become a law. 

The Sherwood pension bill, it is estimated, 
would increase the pension expenditures $30,- 
000,000 the first year and $60,000,000 the sec- 
ond year. The cost would decrease the third 


‘ year and become gradually less in succeeding 


years. 
. Opposes Too Big Increase. 

That is to say, if this bill were to become a 
law the government, would have to disburse 
about $180,000,000 during the next fiscal year 
and over $200,000,000 during the following 
fiscal year. The tremendous burden this 
would entail was responsibie for a decision by 
the president to veto the Sherwood bill if it 
had been passed by the senate. 

The senate will not, however, pass the 
Sherwood bill Senator McCumber, chatr- 
man of the pension committee, said today he 
intends to study the question of pension in- 
crease during the Christmas holidays and 
after congress reassempbles to hold sessions 
of his committee for the purpose of devising 

a plan which will give an increase of pension 
to the old soldiers and at the seme time pay 
due regard to the condition of the treasury. 

The Sherwood bill pensions a soldier who 
served ninety days at $15 per month, six 
months at $20 per month, nine months at $25 
per month, and one year or over, $30 per 
month. The chairman of the house pension 
committee asked the pension bureau for the 
estimated cost of the house bill, but owing 
to the sections which exclude soldiers with 
@ yearly income of $1,000 or over from the 
benefits of the act the pension bureau refused 
to make an estimate. 


Seeks Advice of Veterané. 
Senator McCumber will obtain from the 
pension bureau an accurate statement as to 
the increase resulting from the Sherwood 
bill, He also will endeavor to get the con- 


Sensus of opinion of the Grand Army of the 


Republic as to the rate of increase which 
should be allawed, and whether the proposed 
legislation should provide pensions «based 
upon service or age: Finally the treasury 
department will be asked to furnish est 
mates as to the amounts which will be avall- 
able annually. 

„I believe the old soldiers expect a sub- 
stantial increase,” Mr. McCumber said. and 
I think we will be able to give it to them. 
But we must see, of course, if the govern- 
ment will have the money to meet the larger 
obligation. I think congress will enact a bill 
which will be satisfactory to the old soldiers 
and within the limitations of the government 
to meet.” ‘ 

There is considerable opposition to the 
proposition to change the pension laws from 
disability Gependent upon age, to that of 
length of service. Mr. McCumber introduced 
a bill combining the two plans. 


Half Million Upon Rolls. 

The number of soldiers in the civil war on 
the pension roll on July 1 last was 529,884. 
The aggregate amount of pensions paid to 
them during the year was $101,425,584. The 
number of deaths during the year ending 
July 1 last was 85,243. The number of Sol- 
diers who will be available for pensions on 
Jan. 1 te estimated, to be 500,000. For all 
wars the pension bil! of the United States is 
$153, 686. With new legislation a cer- 
tainty, there is bound to be even a larger 
expenditure for some years to come.

tinuously, to the gain of the employer and, 
paradoxical as it may seem, to the gain of 
the employé. A part of them have been 
constructed with so little regard to princi- 
ples of heating and ventilation that no es- 
cape is possible except through occasional 
reductions of temperature by blowing out 
the room. This must necessarily interfere 
with the working routine, but the gain in 
the periods of labor is sufficient to compen- 
sate. 

But there are some trades which, on 
their present bases, demand that the em- 
ployés should work in rooms at high tem- 
peratures. Among such employés are 
bakers, confectioners, cooks, stokers, engi- 
neers, and florists. 

Whenever the temperature passes 60 
degrees in a room where men are doing 
physical labor the volume and quality of 
their labor begins to suffer. The amount 
of depreciation depends on several factors. 
Stokers and firemen suffer much less than 
would be expected from the temperature 
in which they work because they are al- 
ways in the midst of freely circulating 
air. Leonard Hill has shown that men 
can stand much pollution of air and even 
much heat and humidity if the air is kept 
on the move. 

If the air is neither too hot nor too dry 
its capacity for harm is greatly decreased. 
As a general rule hot working places are 
also humid. Perspiration does not evapo- 
rate readily and the men lag in their work. 
On the other hand, Cornet thinks that

THE APPEAL DAWSON MAKES. 

Chicago, Dec. 13.— [Editor of The Tribune. } 
—Eight years ago today I secured my firet 
position in Chicago, and having come from 
a happy home in the country, I can fully 
appreciate Mr. McCutcheon’s cartoons about 
Dawson in their entirety.

Much that has been said of the purchasing, 

manufacturing, and the designing activities of 
Marshall Field & Company indicates the service 
rendered the public by these three branches of 
their organzation.
